London, May 1.— A meeting of the 
Queen's privy oounoil w is hold at Windsor 
yesterday, at which Lord Rosobory and 
Lord Justice Sir Charles Russell wore pres- 
ent. At the meeting the council adopted 
tho order specified in tho following 
paragraph of the Behring eoa bill ; 
"Tho Queon in Council is au- 
thorized to mako, rovoke or alter ordors 
carrying into effect the scheduled provisions 
of the act, and any ono contravening tho 
regulations of Buoh orders shall be liable 
to a penalty of £100. The ordor 
of tho Queen in Council may 
provide that Buch olhcore of tho 
United States ai are specified in 
the ordor may exercise powers undor 
tho aot similor to those exeroiued by 
British naval officers In relation to a British 
ship. The British officers specified in 
the order may exercise powers under 
tho act, with tho necessary modifications 
in relation to a ship of the United States." 
The ordor hears date April .'10, aad specifies 
tho U. S. oliicera entitled to make the ar- 
k-esta of sealers violating tho provisions of 
the award. The order says that the com- 
manding officer of any vesaol in tho 
U. 8. naval or revenue service, whom 
tho President shall havo appointed to 
exeroiie suoh powera, (the name of whoso 
vessel shall bo communicated to Her Majes 
ty'B government) may seize und detain any 
British vesael liable to be forfoited and may 
bring such vessel to trial bofore any British 
court having Admiralty jurisdiction, or he 
may dolivor such vessel to any British officer 
for that purpose. On tho other 
hand, any British commanding officer simi- 
larly appointed may exercise similar powero 
in regard to any vessel of the United 
States. The Secretary of State of the 
United States may grant a special licenso to 
any Britiah sealing vessel for tho present 
year, to fish for fur seals in the manner re- 
cited by the act, and upon the delivery of 
such license to vessels which sailed before 
tho date of thia order ouch vessel ahall bo 
deomod licensed. The Secretary of State 
may sIbo prescribe tho 2»g to bo used by 
British vessels and may cause such Sag to 
be dolivered to each vessel which departed 
from port prior to tho issuance of a license. 



COXEY AT WASHINGTON. 

Ills Demonstration Turn Out Only a Very 
Small AlTdir— The Brlcado in tho 
Show Buslueei. 

Washington, May 1. — Jacob S. Coxey's 
much advertised demonstration on behalf rf 
the " Commonweal of Christ," in favor of 
good; roads, etc., ended in a fizzle, quite at 
ridiculous as tho principles onunciated by 
tho leaders of tho movement. All told 
about GOO men out of tho originally promised 
300,000 men, marched up tho Capitol hill 
and marched down again. In this G00 
were included all tho unemployed of the 
capital who could bo drummed into sup- 
port tho movement after weeks of effort 
on the part of Coxey's local agent, and 
eneouruging speeches in tho Senate from 
Populist scnatorB. The local contingent 
dispersed after the Capitol fiasco was over, 
ami only the original 1100 marched down 
into tho nowly selected camp ground nour 
an ope:: sower canal, condemned as an un- 
healthy resting place by the health afficera. 
There they have been placed on exhibition 
by their leader, who hae taken out a license 
to charge gato money for admission to the 
camp and the privilege of hearing his lec- 
ture. Coxey himself who studiously courted 
martyrdom, but was careful to shield him- 
self from porBonal harm behind his wife's 
petiicoate and the presence of his infant 
child, was contemptuously turned looso after 
he hud supposed he had secured his purpose 
of being arrested. His burly Lieut. Brown, 
who deliberately attempted a move- 
ment to force access through tho Capitol 
grounds to tbo Bteps of the Capitol to sus- 
tain Coxey in his effort to Bpeak, and the 
leader of tho Philadelphia contingent, Chris- 
topher Columbus Jones, who went to his 
apsistance, were both landed in tho lock-up; 
LirowD, with a damaged head from a police 
clubbing, and without his befeathered hat.

Montreal, May 1. — (Special) — Charles 
Maxwell, a commercial traveller, haa been 
arrested on a charge of making a ruffianly 
attack upon a woman named May Maxwell, 
with whom ho had boon living. Maxwell 
had been arrested for assaulting tho woman, 
and after payiDg his tine left the court room, 
and meeting tho woman on tbo streot threw 
a bottle of vitriol in hor faco, inllioting ter- 
rible injuries. 

Tho Grand Trunk authorities stato that 
within the last three weoka, 1,000 men err- 
ployed in tho repair department have been 
dismissed in the effort to equalize oxponscs 
and rovonuo.

A MYSTERIOUS WOMAN 

Found Dead In a Hotel Where She Has Been 
Staying for Some Time. 

Los Anoeles, May 1. — Mrs. Mary. A. 
AlbortBon, a woman, of 50 years of age died 
at Redondo Bcaoh this afternoon and hor 
body lies in the undertaking parlora of 
Sharp k Sampson on South Spring streot, 
while her wardrobe and jewelry are in tbe 
hande of tho pablic administrator, who is 
endeavoring to find hor friends or family. 
So far the only ovidence that her name is 
Albertson is a lettor dated in Now York 
city, July 8, 1893 from C H. Hamilton oast- 
ern agent of the Cook Tourist Co. , to John 
Freeman, Paclfio coast agent in SaD Fran- 
oiaco, af king him to keep a watchful eye on 
Mary Alberaton, who contemplated a tour 
of California for her health. She left Now 
York and journoyed to San Franoisoo via 
tho Pacifio Coast steamship company. 
While in San Francisco she stopped at the 
Palace hotel for aomo moniha, as her 
receipted bill indicates. She thou came to 
this city and was a guest at tho Holleu- 
bock hotel. While thero hor meals 
were all received in her room, as she 
claimed to bo suffering from heart troubU. 
She deported herself like a woman of means, 
and made a prompt settlement of hor in- 
debtedness on presentation of tho accounts. 
She paid for extras without demur. She, 
however, nover received any mail and ap- 
peared to he friendloss. Other receipted 
bills show she had travolled extensively in 
thc|Southornport!r,nof theState, Arrowhead. 
Hot Springs, San Diego, Coronado, Riverside, 
etc. Her clothing, filling two largo trunks, 
ia of tho fineBt quality, while her jowelry iB 
of tho best grade and plain in design and 
of refined tBBto. Dr. D. R. Hancock, of 
Redondo, issued a death cortifioato and as- 
signed the cauao as heart disease. She was 
a reoent gaest in the English block, and no 
one there can throw any light on her in- 
sanity, beyond what is furnished by 
the letter quoted above, and her receipted 
bills. Frank Kelly, tho public administra- 
tor, is investigating tho oaao and has direct- 
ed that the body be kept until auob time aa 
aho can lccato Mrs. AlbortBon's frtendB. 
She was certainly a lady of refinod tastes 
and evidently had a good income from some 
source, as her bills are fully receipted and 
her tffeots show aho stinted herself nothing.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Tests of tho Lniigrs of Canadian 
Cattle to Be Begun Early 
In May. 



Sir Edward Clarke's Amendment to 
the Reclstration Bill— Ireland's 
Membership Reduction. 



London, May I. — In the Houso of Com- 
mons to-day Mr. James Roohfort Maguire 
askod the Government concerning the pro- 
posed examination of the lunge of Canadian 
Canadian cattlo to be slaughtered at the 
port of landing. Rt. Hon. Herbert Gard- 
ner, president of the Board of Agriculture, 
said that the examination would be began 
on May 16. The results would be submitted 
to him, and ho would then decide whether 
it would be proper to allow cattlo to be im- 
ported alive. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Conservative, moved 
»n amendment to the registration bill, that 
the House declines to proceed with a bill 
altering the entiro elective Bystem of the 
country unless tho measure shall contain 
proposals to redress the existing unequal 
distribution of tho eleotoral power. The 
aim of the amendment ib to reduce the 
represontution of Ireland, the west of Eng- 
land and the outlying part of Scotland, and 
inoreaso tho momberabip of London, the Mid- 
lands and Lancashire, which mainly return 
membera opposed to the present government. 



CABLE NEWS. 



Jnrors' Lives In Hunger. 

Paris, May 1. — All tho jurors who found 
the anarchist Henri guilty hare rocoived 
lettors threatening their liveB. Thoy, as 
well aa the judgea, prosecutors and court 
officers who were concerned in tho trial, are 
receiving special police protection. The 
guards at tho houaoa of the high officiala 
who have earnod tho enmity of tho anarch- 
ists and at the public buildings have been 
increased. 

A Betnrned Ilnllan Stabbed. 
Rome, May I, — A middle aged man 
named Cameli roturued to Italy a few 
months ago from America. Ho Bottled in 
San Bonodetto del Tronto, proviuco of 
Ascoli-Piceno, where he had lived before 
emigrating, flo had saved a considerable 
sum of money and wished to open a rsB- 
taurant opposito the largest restaurant in 
tho town. Merlino, tho proprietor of the 
old rostuurant, had influence with the offi- 
ciala, and thoy rofused a licenso. On Sunday 
Cameli entered Morlino'a placo, pioked a 
quarrel with him, stobbed him, his wife, 
two attendants aud three customers. Ho 
then stabbed himself fourtoen times. When 
tho police arrivod Cameli waa dying. The 
rest of tho wounded will probably recover. 
Morlino's condition is critioal. 

Anniversary ot Sedan, 
BERLIN, May 1. — Emperor William pro- 
poses to obssrvo tho twonty-fifth anniver- 
sary of Sedan by dooorating tho survivors 
with medals, which will bo Btruck from can- 
non takon from the French. Tho proposal 
haa excited much comment and not a littlo 
disapproval in military circles. 

More Austrian Labor Itlota. 

Vienna, May 1. — A quarrel arose yester- 
day afternoon between working mon und 
strikers in Ottakring, a suburb of this city. 
A poliooman in trying to stop tho quarrel 
fired his rovolver, wounding two of the 
strikers, and a general riot followed. Rein- 
forcements of foot and mounted polico wore 
summoned to tho soeno. Thcao were aav- 
agoly attaakod by the mob, but thoy buo- 
ceoded in dispersing the rioters after threo 
hours of hard fighting. After nightfall dis- 
turbances ooaurred in several diatriota.

Smallpox Precautions Against the 
United States-Coal Oil Duties 
Reduced. 

The Insolvent Bill Before Committee- 
Further Amendments— Prohibi- 
tion in Supreme Court. 

IFrom our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 1. — An important order 
wub iBsuod by the Government to day owing 
to tho prevalence of smallpox in eighteen of 
the United States. A striot quarautiue haB 
boen onforeod and tho modloal offisers will 
board the trains crossing the frontier, to 
exumine and, if necessary, vacoinate tho 
passengers. All tho customs officials are 
constituted quarantine officers. 

Tho papora on tho Kingston Penitentiary 
affairs were brought down to-day. InBpcotor 
Moylan says that no penal institution on 
the oontinont ia better managed, and that 
Mr. Mulock, who laid tho charges against 
Inspector Moylan and other officers, was 
told by his informant a bass and deliberate 
lie. 

The Houso was eugugod all day discuaaing 
tho dutiea on oil. Tho duty on coal oil is 
reduoed from 7 1 16 cento per gallon to 6 
centa, Tho change waa heartily applauded. 
Crude oil ia reduced from 3| to 3 centa per 
gallon, 

JoBeph Pope waa on tho stand in connec- 
tion with the Behring Sea accounts, but Mr. 
McMullen failed to show that there had been 
anything irregular. 

Tho Sonato committee on insolvency 
made good progreas, Hon. Mr. Bowell 
leid down tho following five principles 
aa brought out by discussions with tho 
representatives of the Boards of Trade 
and Bankers' Association. They were : 1. 
That the distinctions made by the bill be- 
tween traders and non-tradorB should be 
done away with. 2. That a trader may be 
put into insolvency by his creditors and not 
on his own application. 3. That all incor- 
porated companies be inoluded in the provi- 
sions of the bill. 4 That a receiving order 
may be issued on tho affidavit of a creditor 
instead of a petition by creditors. 5. That 
tho official receiver ahall not be eligible for 
a liquidatorship. Each of these principles 
the committeo decided to embody in tho bill. 

The Dominion Government and the Pro- 
vinces of Ontario, Quebec and Manitoba 
were represented in the prohibition refer- 
once to the Supreme court. Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Curran upheld tho Dominion conten- 
tion of exoluaivo jurisdiction to prohibit the 
manufacture and importation of intoxicanta. 
Mr. Maolaren argued for the provinces. 

A number of judgments affecting Eastern 
people wero delivered in the Supremo court.

COWICHAN'S REFfiESENTATION. 

To the Editor : — The return of the 
Premier to represent the constituency of 
Cowichan at tho ensuing eleotion by a large 
vote, muy bs counted on as a foregono con- 
clusion. Any scheme or proposition that 
would tend to throw the least shade of 
doubt on that conclusion would meet with 
decided disfavor throughout the district. 
Who is to be tho colleague of the Premier 
for the next term has not, however, yet 
been determined.

A resident member, woll acquainted with 
the circumstances of every seotion of the 
district, and with a personal knowledge of 
all, or nearly all, the electors, would be of 
great use to tho government in dealing with 
matters of a purely local nature. The in- 
convenience of both our members being ab- 
sentees has been folk during the past term, 
and electorB would prefer that that incon- 
-venienoe should no longer remain. The 
remedy lies in the choice of a local man to 
fill the position, and this is striotly within 
the province of the electors. There are 
plenty of good and capable men, thoroughly 
competent to perform the required duties 
satisfactorily, in the district, und all that is 
needed is organization to bring tho right 
man forward. 

I waa unable to attend tho publio mooting 
at Duncan last week, but, taking your re- 
port of the proceedings to bo correct, 1 con- 
sider that the attitude assumed by Major 
Mutter was extremely ill-advised. Time 
and placj were both alike unsuitable for 
bringing forward uny real or fancied griev- 
ance that tho gentleman might havo to com- 
plain of. Tho Hon. Attorney-General has 
earnod the right to be receivod with hearty 
good-will and to be elected with enthusiasm.

FREE TRADE AND PROTECTION. 

To the Editor : — No doubt, as you say, 
tho opinions of statesmen vary so on tho 
question ot free trado vs. protection, that it 
is absurd of the Times to represent tho 
viows put forward by Col. Prior as outside 
tho pule of rational disouBsion. At tho 
same timo, whether his viows aro corroot or 
not, I think tho Colonel took a strange ox- 
ample by way of supporting them. Hia 
argumont seems to be that whatever stagna- 
tion of bufinoBS exists in Cunado is not 
caused by protection, aa business all over 
tho world ia as bad or worse than it is 
thoro. 

No doubt that etatomout is undoniably 
true, and if the Colonel had stopped there 
it would have been diffioult to answer him. 
But ho then turns to the United States and 
describes in language, not I beliovo st all 
too strong, tho stoto of m&ttora in that 
country. . I could havo understood tho 
strength of his oxumple if ho had takon tho 
oaeo of a freo trado country, but he has 
ohoson ono of tho moat protectionist coun- 



tries in the world, and' one where, owing to 
its great extent, varied climate and large 
and enterprising population, protection 
has been tried for ' many . yeurs . un- 
der the moafc favorable 'olroumstan^es, 
yet the reanlt seema to bo that, „mid {the 
universal stagnation, matters are perhaps 
worse in the United States than in any other 
great community. The Colonel does cer- 
tainly seem to imply, though he ia not very 
clear on that point, that the roaeon is that 
tho present U. S. Government haa deserted 
the protectionist polioy. Well, I do hot 
think he would himself npon reflection 
maintain suoh an argument, because, in the 
first place, the American Tariff bill, aa far 
an one knowa at presont, ia not a free trade 
bill, though it doea to aome extent relax 
high and dry proteotion ; and, in the second, 
though any proposed change in tariff must 
have a disturbing effect on business for the 
time boing, matters in the United States 
havo been in a very bud way now for some 
years, and cannot therefore be due to the 
effeot mentioned by Col. Prior. Indeed, aa 
far as ono can judge from tho roporta, 
things have rather improved within the last 
few monthB. 

Tho truth seema to an outsider like uio to 
bo, regarding the queation8 of free 
trade and protection, that one can 
hardly maintain either syatem to be the 
direct aauBO of tho present stagnation. 
I might, however, though not an advocate 
for " high and dry," on either side as 
applicable to all countrioa, attempt a short 
comparison and take the caao of England 
and tho States. In the former so-called 
free trade cxistB, I say so-called, beoauso 
though in her caso imports aro, as a rule 
freo, her exports aro taxed by tho countries 
which receive them, sho is thorc-foro very 
muoh handicapped aa an exponent of free 
trade. 

America, on tho othor hand, haB tried pro- 
tection under, as I said before, tho most 
favorable circumstances. Aa regards general 
buainoss and employment both aro auff-ring, 
but as far as I oan soe tho United States 
much moto than England. That, however, is 
r, matter of opinion. Lot us take a ques- 
tion on which we have hard and fast figuros 
to go upon. I suppose tho highest claim 
made for proteotion is that it fosters' manu- 
factures. If it bus that effeot how is it that 
the foreign export trade of tho United 
States in manufactured articles, that is to 
say excluding foodstuffs, is so very small 
compared with that of England. What do 
the consumers in tho United States think of 
the fact that many American manufactured 
articles oan be bought oheaper abroad than 
at home. There are, no doubt, many other 
factors to be taken into aocount in com- 
paring the two oountries. What I want to 
see is some tangible proof that protection 
has u monopoly of valuation, and I put for- 
ward the above considerations bb an outsider 
wishing for information. Outsider. 

FRAUDULENT REGISTRATION. 

Scheme Discovered by Which Hundreds of 
Spurious Chinese (Jcrtlfk'ates Were to 
Have Been Issued. 

San Francisco, May 1. —Revenue officers 
in this city have juat unearthed a aoheme by 
which hundreda of Bpurious certificates of 
Chinese registration would havo been cir- 
culated. Photographs of Chineae residing 
in Portland and elsewhere hava been scoured 
by white men and the Chineae interested in 
the soherao and with the assistance of a 
deputy colleotor in the registration bureau 
they wers to be attaohed to certificates 
properly filled out and duty stamped with 
the seal of office. These fraudulent cer- 
tificates were to have been Bold to the 
Chinese who are smuggled into the country, 
and no doubt would have found ready Bale 
at good prices. Orders havo been given by 
the revenue agent that no certiScatea will 
be surrendered by the office unless the 
ownerB present themselves personally to the 
agent for absolute identification with photo- 
graph attached to certificates. This will 
thoroughly checkmate any sueh attempt to 
evade the law aa the proposed scheme re- 
ferred to.

Japanese Feeling in BoRai-d to the 
Kecent AsHassination at 
Shanghai. 



Newa of the Dastardly Deed Received 
With Kejoiciug in the City 
of Soul. 



That whiah his now come to bo called 
" tho Korean alf*ir " — the assassination of 
Kim Ok Kiun at Shanghai — ib attracting 
very considerable attention throughout tho 
Orient, and tho Japanese paperB, without 
regatd to political leanings, comment in 
terms of the Beveroit condemnation upon 
the disgraceful butchery. The cold-blooded 
deliberation with whica tho aosasain and his 
friends lured the exile from what had 
hitherto proved a safe refuge, to a place 
where his murder could be affected with 
comparative immunity ; the ovidenoe that 
tho instigation of suoti lawless acta within 
the border* of a friendly and neighboring 
state weiRhed lightly on the minds of the 
Korean officials ; and the feting and lion- 
izing of the murderer, while indignities 
were heaped upon tho body of hi» victim, 
have awakened in tho minds of m»ny 
Japanese a feeling ol deep reseutmtui 
towards Korea. 

The Japanese Government have app*r- 
ently dtcided, however, to refrain from any- 
thing like an uggressivo policy towards the 
Soul ministry with rcforenoe to the tragedy 
in Shanghai. This ia indicated in the drat 
placo by tho faot that the Kokkai has been 
suspended lor an article on tho situation 
whioh was deemed menacing to the publio 
peace. This article, which appeared on 
April 12, strongly insisted on tho necoBaity 
for firm and decisive action with reference 
both to China and Korea. Those who favor 
a policy of inaction oa the part of Japan, 
point to the fact that had Kim not deliber- 
ately ohoson to leave the shelter which for 
ten years had been accorded him— his objoct 
in visiting Shanghai being to stir up dis- 
cord, it is said — no harm could have bofoll- 
en him. Then to olinoh their arguments 
they add : 

" What is tho use of expostulating with a 
government which does not bob any harm, 
but the contrary, in inciting to the commis- 
sion of lawless and murderous deedB within 
the borders of another stato, and loudly ap- 
plauds tho oonBpirator who was fortunate 
enough to accomplish his purpoBo ! Ex- 
postulation of the kind employed againBt 
the Sofas and their ebony kin on the west 
coast of Africa would bo more to tho pur- 
pose" 

A correspondent of the Tokyo Asahi, 
writing from Jiutten in regard to the assas- 
sination at Shanghai of Kim Ok Kiun, the 
Korean patriot, Bays : 

" The arrival in Soul of the newB of the 
death of Kim Ok Kiun delighted tho mem- 
bers of the Bin family. Tho king issued a 
decree ordering the immediate appointment 
of Hong, Kim'd murderer, to an important 
post in tho army, and it was arranged that 
Mr. Sei Gi Ua, Korean -consul to Shanghai, 
who has not yot loft for Mb post, be de- 
spatched with a royal message to Hong. 
Bin Yei Shun gave a banquet on the night 
of the 30th, in celebration of the death of 
Kim, to whioh a number of hia olanamen 
wero invited. On tho other hind, many 
people are ^indignant at the Bin families 
having everything their own way. Those 
lament tho death of Kim and condemn the 
aot of Hong. Somo mon of the Kim party 
are reported to be holding private meetings 
at several places in Soul, and propose to 
kill Hong when he returns to Soul, and so 
aootho the epirit of Kim. Tho Korean gov. 
ernment is strictly watching the members 
of the Tai On Kun and Kim parties." 

As to tho personality of Hong-Tjyong Ou, 
tho murderer, and ttie real purpose ol his 
crime, muoh more is still conjectured than 
is definitely known. It is believed that 
Hong was associated with Kim Ok Kiun's 
unsuccessful rebollion, and consequently 
won the confidence of his victim, to whom 
he was indebted for tho funds which took 
him to France. Tho suggestion ia that he 
wiBhed to obtain pardon of the KiDg for his 
own offonces by do'iDg what ho knew would 
bo well-pleaaing to His Majesty. As bear- 
ing upon this story, it should bo remem- 
bored that Hong was tho family name of the 
man in charge of tho celebrated post office 
when the rebellion of '84 broke out, and 
whose father was tho prime minister at the 
time. 

Throug ignoranco or from some un- 
known motive, the son joined the rebellion. 
After Kim Ok Kiun's flight and tho entry 
of tho ChineBe troopa into tho palace, Hong 
remained with the King and endeavored to 
umko his peace with hia royal master, aay- 
iug he had never intended to side with tho 
rebels. Tho Chineao soldiers, however, ar- 
rested him and took him out of tho palace. 
The bodyguard was not strong enough to 
protect him, und in a wonderfully short 
space of time ho km literally torn to pieces 
by tho populace. According to Korean 
etiquette tho whole family of a robel ib out- 
lawed, but in this cise, as the father was a 
respected man, m> such ordor was given. 
Tho father, however, gathered the lamily 
into one room and poisoned them, ho him- 
self dying of starvation. The prisoner is 
related to this family. 

As to tho weighty reasons whioh prompted 
the Korean king to command the death of 
Kim, it is suid that tho refugon hold proofs 
of His Majesiy's bid faith towards China, 
which could only bo extinguished by his 
death!

Five Thousand Bton Turn out in Portland, 
Oregon, In a Good Natured Wny. 

PORTLAND, May 1.— Any where from 
3.000 to 5,000 pcoplo paraded tho BtreetP last 
night, apparently celebrating tho release of 
tha industrial army.

SEWER COMMISSIONERS. 

We aro glad to boo that the City Counoil 
have come to the conclusion to insert in 
their sower by-law a clause making the 
appointment of Soj/or Commissioners obli- 
gatory. The ratepayers do not believe in 
placing the con8rTuetion : *bf large works 
under tho absolute control of tho City 
Council. Tho oversight and management of 
Btioh worka by tho Council expose coun- 
cillors to temptations of various kinds, 
which experience has proved that they are 
ill able to resiai. Besides, Councils are 
changed to a greater or less degree every 
year, and the Council which one year may 
bo safely entrusted with tho management of 
an expensive and elaborate work, may be 
followed by one next- year in whom it would 
be folly to place such confidence. 

We believe that the insertion of tho clause 
we have uliuiltd to has ensured tho accept- 
ance of the by-law by the ratepayers. The 
citizens strongly desire to see the sewers 
constructed and they are willing to support 
any scheme which will ensure thoir boing 
-constructed quickly, effectively and with- 
out opening the door to jobbery. There are 
many who believe that tho city has suffered, 
is suffering, and will suffer, for tho want of 
proper drainage, but they would rather 
postpone the work indefinitely than place it 
in tho hands of men whom they believe to 
bo incompetent and who will not give them 
full value for every dollar that is spont upon 
it. If the appointment of commissioners is 
mado a condition of giving the corporation 
authority to raise the money required for 
tho continuation and completion of tho work, 
they have an assurance that tho sowers will 
bo constructed in the waythoy can approve of 
aDd they will, no doubt, extend to the Cor- 
poration the powers asked for in tho by-law. 



in this matter, in an exceedingly mild way 
following the example Bet by Vancouver. 
It is not so long agu that passengers 
who left Viotoria with a clean bill of health, 
were not allowed even to land in Vancou- 
ver, and it is on record that Viotoria men 
who did venture to go ashoro wero Beizedby 
the Vancouver authorities and kept in 
quarantine as BUBpocta for a fortnight and 
more. The law that permitted thia to be 
dono less than two years ago in Vancouver 
has not since been changed in the direotion 
of laxity. Tho citizens and the corporation 
of Vancouver then hold that whena paBaenger 
was once within tho limita of tho city its 
authorities wore empowored to do what thoy 
considered prudent to prevent the spread of 
diaeaeo, no matter what examination he had 
submitted to previous to landing. 

Wo aro, however, strongly of opinion 
that uuo examination and that by the 
Dominion quarautino officer, ought to bo 
sufficient. But that examination muBt bo 
thorough. For the safety not only of the 
citizens of Victoria but for that of the in- 
habitants of the Dominion generally, tho 
civic authorities hero cannot afford to run 
any risks. It is far bettor that the 
Canadian Pacific Company should sub- 
mit to a short delay and a little 
inconvenionce than that ovory Pro- 
vince of the Dominion should bo exposed 
to a visitation of smallpox or any other con- 
tagious dieoaae. 

A GREAT HEAD 1 

After thinking over tho matter for somo 
days, the Times of this city has come to tho 
conclusion that tho Provincial Government 
is not a municipality, and that consequently 
the circular issued by the Post Ollieo De- 
partment which we published does not apply 
to tho case of Mr. Brown of Westminster. 
Tho accuracy of our contemporary's observ- 
ation and tho soundness of ita logic cannot 
be sufficiently admired. Tho discovery that 
a member of the Provincial Legislature is 
not a mayor or an alderman or even a city 
school trustee ia a notable one, and showB 
that tho journal that made it possesses ex- 
traordinary powers of thought and discern- 
ment. 

Having found out that a mayor of an in- 
corporated city and a membor of the Legis- 
lative Aaaembly of a Province aro not iden- 
tical, It followed in true logical sequence 
that tho circular whioh forbade a postmaster 
to aocept tho former offije does not apply to 
the postmaster who holds the latter. So 
olose a roasoner as our contemporary natu- 
rally conoludeB that those who contend that 
it would be inconsistent in a government 
which forbids a post office official to be a 
city school trustee to allow him to becomo a 
member of the Legislative Assembly of a 
Province, are loose and illogical reasoners, 
beoauso, don't you see, a city school trustee 
is not a member of the Local Legislature. 
Tho Department whioh strains at tho gnat — 
school truBteo — ought in its opinion to 
swallow tho crnel — the member of the Leg- 
islative Assembly— without an effort, for 
tho unanswerable reason that a gnat is not 
a camel. They are different creatures alto- 
gether. To argue against Buoh reasoning as 
that of our contemporary is utterly futile. 



aro expeoted to do better in the future, they 
need not be surprised, when they endeavor to 
obstruct British reforms again, to find them- 
selves gripped by a str >ng hand and placed 
where thoy least deBice to be. 

The Timos, commenting on Lord Cromer's 
report, saya : 

Tho well-being of Egypt can be secured 
only by methods which involve the abolition 
of tho misgovernment to which Riaz PaBha 
and other obstructive Pashas are wedded. 
All his hopes of thwarting English reforms 
and perpetuating the abuses upon which 
Oriental officials have been accustomed to 
flourish, rest upon his knowledgo that tho 
administrative machinery is intricate and 
dolicato, and that Englishmen have to en- 
counter many difficulties. It is with a full 
knowledgo of these things, and in spite of 
grave remonstrances, that he has persisted 
in using all his powor as Minister cf the 
Interior to enoourage every kind of ignorant 
discontont, to fostor every convenient 
prejudice, and to stir up jealousies in the 
administrative body itself which aro wholly 
incompatible with orderly government. In 
these circumstances it ia futilo to express a 
hope that for the future all will work to- 
gether for tho furtherance of the important 
interests confided to their care, 

It is safe, therefore, to conclude that Riaz 
Pasha and his colleagues will not give up 
habits that have become inveterate, but that 
they will continue as they have begun_ 
Still it is clear that Lord Cromer and the 
Government whioh he represents are not die 
posed to put up with obstruction much 
longer. This beioa the caBO, wo may expect 
any day to hour of the Khedive's ministry 
being eont to tho right about and of thoir 
beiDg replaced by men of moro enlightened 
views. Recent events have shown thai the 
European powers will no*, place obstructions 
in tho way of Great Britain's pursuing a 
firm and determined policy in Kgypt. They 
all know that the British occupancy is bet- 
tor both for Egypt and for thoso countries 
which aro interested in tho prosperity of 
Efcypt, than tho unrestricted rulo of a purely 
Oriental Government.

NEC ESS A R Y PREGA U TIONS. 

Tho Canadian Pacific Company are of 
opinion that the Corporation of Viotoria 
exoeeds its uu'hority when it ordora tho in- 
spection of Chinese and Japanese pussongerB 
and tho fumigation of their baggago after 
they have been examined by tho Dominion 
quarantine officer and permitted to laud 
with a oleau bill of health. It must bo evi- 
dont to the members of that Company and 
to every ono else, that tho Corporation of 
Victoria does uot take these extra precau- 
tions for tho fun of tho thing. Its members 
have no doubt como to tho conclusion that 
tho examination by tho quarantine officer, 
though it may be according to his induc- 
tions, is not thorough enough. Thoy may 
have reason to believe that the seeds of 
diseaso are present in tho baggago 
of tho Chinese and Japanese pasaengors, 
and that it ought to have been 
disinfected at tho quarantine station boforo 
the passengers waro allowed to land. 
Stories have roaohed hero of tho smallpox 
breaking out among Chinese passengers 
hold in bond Bt Vancouver. And thoro 
havo been cases of tho disease in thiB city 
among tho Chineso, whioh it is bolioved 
wnro brought over in tho company's steam- 
ships. 

It Is surely no great hardship to require 
tho Dominion quarantino officer to disinfect 
tho baggage of puaaengorfl that como from 
ports in which smallpox ia always present. 
When tho Dominion offioor nogloota to do 



THE BRITISH IN EGYPT. 

The British aro in a rathor singular posi- 
tion in Egypt. They occupy the country, 
and an important part of the administration 
of its affairs is in their handB. Vet tho 
sovereign of tho country and his native 
minintera are by no means friendly to the 
British. They are not content to occupy 
a subordinate position, and they aro conse- 
quently continually endeavoring to thwart 
the efforts of their British protectors to im- 
prove tho country and to ameliorate tho 
condition of its native population. That 
Egypt has vaetly improved under British 
occupancy ia not denied by even those who 
are unfriendly to British occupation. The 
governing class in tho country caro nothing 
for the welfare of the common people. All 
that they desire is to be in a position to 
exercise sovereign power and to flaoco tho 
unhappy cultivators of tho soil until there ia 
nothing left to shear. 

The Khedive is very young and ho has 
around htm men who are doing what they can 
to projudice him against tho British. He 
has twice of late attempted to act independ- 
ently and contrary to what Lord Cromor, 
who represonta Briiioh authority in the 
country, considers conducive to its interests. 
He has been checked by Lord Cromer and 
compelled to alter his policy, hut he and liu 
ministers still are very far indeed from be- 
ing reconciled to Iiritish dictation. Refer- 
ring to thoao attempts, Lord Cromer in his 
report, which haa lately been published, 
Bays; 

Although the facts adduced in this 
report in rospeot to tho progress 
mado in the various departments of 
tho Btalo aro sullijient to show 
that as yot no serious harm haa been dono, 
at the anno timo I cannot conceal from my- 
self that the events of tho last year, in so 
far as they have tended to creato discord 
amongst the nativo and European olomenta 
of the Egyptian Administration, have in 
some degree jeopardized the steady continu- 
ance of thoso reforms which aro essential to 
tho well-being of tho Egyptian population. 
I can only oxprcss tho hope that by mutual 
conciliation and forher.ranco all serious diB- 
eonaion will bo obviated, and that for the 
futuro all will work together for tho fur- 
therance of the important interests confided 
to their care. 

It is not very difficult to read botweon 
tho linos of this extroct that if the Khodive 
and bin ministers continue to ohstruot tho re- 
forming and improving policy of tho British, 
thoy will bo placed in a position In whioh 
obatruction will bo for them impossible. 
British diplomatiatB aro not in tho habit of 
using what is gonorally conBidored atrong 
language, but it ia safo to conclude that 
whon they expreeo disapprobation and hint 
at tho desirability of change, they mean all

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HAKDSHIPS OF SEALERS. 

Lost for Days Upon the Pathless Sea 
or Struggling Hard to Make 
Unsatisfactory Wages. 



Reported Catches of a Pew of the 
Fleet-The "Henrietta" Under 
the Hammer. 



The nowa rocontly published in the Seattle 
press of the Iobs of the sealing schooner 
Henry Dennis on the Japanese side lacks 
confirmation by tho advices brought 
by the C. P. R. liner from Yoko- 
hama yesterday. Indeed, though miss- 
ing boats are unfortunately numerous, no 
serious disasters to the fleet have yet been 
chronicled, with the single exception of the 
Sun Francisco sahoonor Mascotte, reported 
bottom-up by tho master of the Penelope, as 
already .published in the Colonist. The 
mote of the American schooner Retriever 
for several days mourned the loss of his 
skipper, Captain Snow, and three crews ; 
they were ultimately picked up by the Mer- 
maid, all alive and comparatively well. The 
orewa of two boats belonging to the Car- 
lotta G. Cox, who were lose alto from cheir 
ship, landed at Toyomo-mura and arrived by 
rail at Yokohama, where they were banded 
over to the British Consular authorities. The 
men were Fred. Currie, Philip Dr!BYi*», 
Robert Armstrong, John Bonnor, Thomaa 
Jaques and John Clark. On th<. !) h April, 
three men who composed the crow of * buuc 
belonging to tho Ocean Belle also arrived ho 
Yokohama from Miyagi preftcture. I ho 
names of the men were Anthony Scnoluuder, 
Hermann Summ, and William Henbury 
They had, on All Fools day, gone out hunt- 
ing, and whon about 250 miles from Yoko- 
hama and 150 milos from the nearest land, 
lost their vessel in a dense fog, afterwards 
making for shore. Claims for wages againBt 
the steam schooner Wnrlock Hooded the 
Admiralty court in Yokohama on the 14th 
April. Mr. G. H. Soidmoro appeared for 
ten members of the crew, ana Mr. A. B. 
Walford for Chi' f Engineer Roderick Mor- 
rison in a consolidated aotion ; the owners 
■wero not represented. A certified wogo 
account was put in by Captain Rtdder- 
bjalko, showing the amounts due in gold 
coin, and after hearing the evidence offered, 
the court gave an order for double tho 
amount of each plaintiff's claim, in yen, the 
claims to be paid pro rata so far as cne pro- 
ceeds would Buthoe, tbo several amounts 
being as follows : G. M. Barker, S678 94 ; 
R. Morrison, SI, 337.80 ; F. Shede, $968 24 ; 

E. NelsoD, §405 60 j G. MoFarlane, §423 ; 

F. Hanson, $452 ; J. W. Kellar, S3 16 34 ; 
Seiki Mitsuke, S502 GO ; Tabuchi Kamaki- 
chi, §514 30; Tamaka Naokiohi, 8525 10, 
and Taniura Mateushire, $420.06. The men 
were also granted their discharge. Of the

The ma- 
jority of them were reported by letter to 
Robt. Ward & Co., Ltd. Captain J.

This Time Sixty-Four Days is the 
Mark— The Straits Settle- 
ment Commander. 

George Griffeth, of Pearson's Weekly, the 
London journalist who is on bis way round 
the world in an attempt to make tho cirale 
of the globo in 64 days, was a passenger by 
the Empress yesterday, and is now, accord- 
ing to his calculations, twenty hours ahead 
of time. 

He is a tall, sparely built young man, 
with a considerable amount of energy, and 
seems to have all his arrivals and departures 
at tho various points " figured down re- 
markably fine." CookB, of tourist fame, 
had made all his arrangements, he re- 
marked, and so far things have worked out 
very smoothly. In fact Mr. Griffeth hopeB 
to got baok to London one day ahead of his 
schedule. 

He has changed his mind about going by 
way of Montreal, and will branon off at 
Moosejaw to the Soo line, reaohing New 
York by way of St. Paul and Chicago. He 
expects to arrive at New York on the 7th 
instant in time to take the North German 
Lloyd steamer Trave the next day. Then, 
with 24 hours to the good, ho expects to 
arrive in London without dropping the ad 
vantage be has gained in time. 

" I have spent seven days .ashore since I 
started," he explained yesterday in the 
course of a hasty conversation just before 
the tender left the Empress, " and that was 
proct cally wasted time. Fortb-eight hours 
were lost at Hongkong, but twenty. four of 
those were made up botween there and 
Yokohama, which oity I reached on April 
17. I have had a telegram sent on to 
Vancouver to hold the regular train there 
to-day for me, but if they won't bold it I 
shall hire an eogine at Vancouver and catch 
her up." 

Perhaps the most distinguished passenger 
aboard the Empress of China yesterday was 
Major-General Sir Charles Warren, who is 
retiring from tho command of the troops at 
the Straits Settlements, of whioh he has 
been for five years tho military bead. 

Sir Charles is a fine locking soldierly man 
whose amiable, kindly manner impress 
one very favorably, and it is not at 
all hard to understand the universal 
respect with whioh he is regarded at the 
Straits. Just before ho left Singapore he 
was the recipient of a farewell address from 
the Masonio fraternity and was tendered a 
complimentary banquet by them at the 
Singapore club at whioh tho Governor of the 
Settlement was present. 

Sir Charles, when he assumed command 
at tho Straits Settlements, undertook with 
a will the task of strengthening tho de 
fences of the colony, and the result is that 
at Singapore to-day there is one of the 
strongest fortresses in Asia, with a garrison 
whose roadinees and perfection of mobilize 
tion cannot be surpassed. 

At one time Sir Charles was perhaps the 
most abused man in the colony by people 
who were inclined to find foult with his 
methods. But, regardless of what any one 
thought or said, he kept on tho even tenor 
of his way, doing his duty unmindful of tho 
attacks showered upon him, until finally 
people began to understand him better, and 
in the end tho vory people who were his 
greatest detractors beoame his strongest 
aumirerB, and the regret when he resiguod 
his post was universal.

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THK ALBERNI MEETING. 



•Premier Davie Deals With the Alter- 
nating Planks of the Oppo- 
sition Platform. 



•One Set of Cries for the Cities and 
Another for the Country— 
Alberni's Interests. 



A crowded house responded to tho 
invitation of Hon. Mr. D*vie to meet 
him at tho Court House, Alberni, at 7:30 
p.m. on Thursday, April 26. Mr. Kirk- 
patrick having been oaliod to tho ohair, in a 
brief speech introduced the Premier, who 
on coming forward was greeted with 
applause. Hon. Mr. Davio compared the 
progress of the diBtriot with that of Cowi- 
ohan in tho early days, when the only means 
of communication with tho outer world wbb 
by tho Bteamer Sir James Douglas, which 
had been put on by the old Crown Colony 
government. Alberni nowhad the advantago 
of Cowichan at that stage of development, 
a wagon road connecting Alberni with 
Nannimo, whereas Cowichan had only a 
bridle trail. The government, in the case 
of Alberni, have aided tho Bottlers by con- 
BtruotUu of fair roads and bridges, and have 
also subsidized a steamer to muko fortnightly 
tripB. Complaints had reached him of the 
rates, which ho hoped to see placed upon a 
satisfactory footing. The government 
opponent a have sought to turn Bontiment 
against the government on account of the 
land grunt made to the E. & N. Railway 
Co. under tho Settlement aot, but tho 
opposition ure dishonest in this attack, 
aa in moat others, for they omit 
to toll that it was they them- 
selves who flrut originated the railway 
grant, under an act passod by 
the government of which Mr. Boavon 
wbb a member in 1882, authorizing the 
grant to tho Clements syndicate of some 
150,000 acres more land than was uftor- 
warda granted to tho E & N. railway under 
the Settlement aot. Tho country olamored 
for the railroad, and in paasing the Clem- 
ents act Mr. Beavon'a government wore 
simply complying with tho popular will, in 
endeuvoring thua to secure a railroad to the 
north of the ialand. The enterprise, how- 
over, cime to nothing, although $10,000 
was deposited by tho Cloments syndicate 
with tho government, which amount waa 
forfeited. Tho country having pronounced 
against Mr. Beavon, Mr. Smitho succeeded 
him in 1883 as premier, and very soon con- 
cluded the tormB of the Settlement act. 
Under the Clements aot there waa no pro- 
vision whatevor made for settlement of tho 
lands to be turned over to the syndicate — 
they would, had the company been able to 
handle the project, have immediately entered 
into possession of the lauds without any obli- 
gation to sottlo them, and free of any right by 
the pre-emptor. The government of Mr. 
Smithe, however, met this defeot In 
the Clements aot, and in the Set- 
tlement aot introduced a provision 
that the lands to be granted to the company 
should be open for purchase by settlers for 
a period of four years at one dollar 
per aero. Hence it was that the 
farms in Alberni were located and a 
thriving settlement sprung up. Tho same 
could be Baid of other settlements, and 
during that period of four years somewhere 
about one thousand sottleis were located. 
Hence it would be seen that when the op- 
position talk ubout the " great give away " 
of the lands upon the island, whioh they 
want to faBton upon tho government party, 
they are 8imply condemning a policy 
originated by themaolves, but originated by 
them without tho redeeming feature in favor 
of settlers which Mr. Smithe afterwards in- 
troduced. If any of the gentlemen present 
would like to have a copy of Mr. Beaven'a 
Clements act to oomparo with the Settle- 
ment act, he would be happy to furnish 
copies ( f both acts to any ono who would 
send him a poat card. (Applause.) 

MR. M'KENZIE'S WILD STATEMENTS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie produced a copy of the 
Manaimo Free Press of the 23rd instant, 
whioh contains what purports to be a report 
of o " largo and influential " meeting held 
at Englishman's River on the Saturday 
previoua, " there being a very large attend- 
ance cf farmers from tho surrounding dis- 
trict." Gentlemen, continued Mr. Davie, 
this " large attendance " consisted of 
exactly eleven persons ! Eo (Mr. Davie) had 
recently himaolf heldameeting there atwhich 
a resolution wbb carried endorsing tho cai.di- 
dature of Mr. Bryden, who was running in 
support of the government. Taking the 
Free Press report of the opposition meeting 
as a text for his remarks, he would com- 
mence with Mr. McKeDzie'a statement that 
" hundreds of 'thousands of dollars have 
been recklessly Bpent over and ubove the 
annual income," and Mr. Smith's assertion 
that " reckleaB extravagance runs through 
the avenuo of the wholo commonwealth, and 
I find in going over the statistics from 1887 
to 189-1 that we in British Columbia huvo 
gone bohind no loss than one million three 
hundred and twenty-one thousand dollars. 
Had thia large defic.t been spent on repro- 
ductive works, Buch as roads, bridgos, 
wharves, and the opening up of the country 
to bona lido settlers, so that the producor 
and consumer could bo brought together, 
and tho God given laiidj blossom as a rose, 
yielding her fruits, good would have been 
acoompliahed. " Hon. Mr. . Davio proceeded 
to contrast theso speeches with tho facta of 
tho casn ua aheivn in tho budget apeech of 
Hon Mr. Turner, tho miniator of finonoe, 
delivorod at tho opening of tho last session ; 
fuctB which there has been uo attempt on 
the part of the opposition, or any one in the 
hoUBO, to controvert, although the apooch 
has been published far and wide in tho 
newspapers. This is what Mr. Turnor said: 

" i will now, Mr. Speukor, review tho 
geuoral financial position of tho provinco as 
shown by our public t-ccounts, and in doing 
so I think it only right to conaidor tho 
amount of money that has been borrowed 
by the present and preceding governments, 
tho purposes for whioh it was borrowed, 
and tho way in whioh it haa been expended. 
In 1887, during the government of tho Hon. 
John Robeon, it waa doemed adviuablo to 
raise a loan for carrying on tho publio works 
of tho province, and the sum of £200,400 
sterling waa then borrowed, at tho loweat 
rate of interest obtainable at the time, viz : 
4J per cent. In 1891, with a view to still 
further prosecuting their most important 
workB through the country, it was deomod 
advisable by thiB houoc to raise a further 
loan, and it waa considered desirable that 
an effort should be made at tho enmo time 
to consolidate our two previous loana, ono 
of whioh bore interest at G per cent, aud tho 
other ut A \ per oent., and endeavor, if pos- 
sible, to arrungo our liabilities in ouch a 
manner that tho province would be ablo to 
borrow in futuro at a lower rato of intereat. 
It is quite unnecessary for ue to go over 
tho offoot of that decision, as it ia well known 
that satisfactory arrangements were made 
with a viow to consolidating tho old debts 
and reducing our rato of interest to 3 per 
cent., and a now loan of some §205,400 was 
raised at this rate of intoreat. Tho not pro- 



ceeds of this loan were §792,058. As I said 
before these loans were -raised for the pur- 
pose of being expended on publio works, 
and 1 now propose to lay bsfore you a state- 
ment of the work that has been done since 
July 1, 1887, with this money. 

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE WITH THE MONEY, 
" There have been built 110 aohool houses 
at a coat of §174,441 ; 10 jails and lock-upc, 
S26.985 ; 12 court houses, §100,092 ; 595,000 
nerea of land surveyed, §83.424 ; 1,200 miles 
of rood, 800 miles of trail, 600 bridges, and 
5,000 miles of roads and bridges kept in re- 
pair, at a cost of $1,531,683 ; making a total 
of §2,000,220, or a total expenditure on pub- 
lio works during this period of over §2,000,- 
000." (Cheers) 

ANOTHER LIE NAILKD. 

Continuing, and still quoting from tha 
Free Press report, Hon. Mr. Davie read : 
" A pre-emptor at Three Forks, who had 
pre-empted some land, having still two 
months longer in whioh to fulfil tho law's 
r. quiremeuts, by pernioious legislation was 
robbed of this land, which was turnod over 
to the company, and will no doubt ba the 
townBito at the terminus of the 
road. This is an outrage on the 
rights of the pre-emptor." This so-called 
outrage Hon. Mr. Davio pronounced an 
unmitigated " fabrication," aa he pro- 
ceeded to prove it to he. So far from 
tho pre-emptor having still two months 
in whioh to fulfil tho law's obliga- 
tion being robbed of this land — tho statute 
waB passed upon a largely signed petition, 
to enable him, tho settlor or rather the 
Bettlers, for thare were two of thorn, to get 
his title two months before the time whioh 
otherwise thoy would havo had to wait. 
Mr. Davio produced tho Btatuto and read 
from it to muko thia fact plain. He would 
ho happy to Bupply a copy of that statute to 
anybody who may wish ono. When men are 
found disseminating through the country 
such falsehoods as tho atutotnent quoted 
could bo ao aimply shown to be, tho electora 
will know whut to thiuk of what thoy hear 
from them. 

NAKUSI' AND SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Hon. Mr. Davie then explained the fea- 
tures of the Nakusp & Slocan railway aot, 
in connection with which tho opposition 
have insinuated and imputod personal cor- 
ruption against members of the ministry, 
though when challenged to a committee of 
investigation they refused to move for one, 
on the ground that a majority would con- 
sist of government supporters — as if tho 
majority, whatever might be their report, 
could prevent tho publication of the evi- 
donee, which would Bpeak for itself, or the 
publication of the minority report of the 
remaining members of tho committee But 
the government, determined that the coun- 
try should know whether there was corrup- 
tion or not, insisted on a royal com- 
mission, and the opposition being 
thus brought to the point tried to crawl 
out of the charges they had made and to 
draw a red herring across tho scent, and 
proposed that the commission should inquire 
into suoh matters as " whether the govern- 
ment had exo«eded their powers," so 
shelving the charges of corruption whioh 
they had made. They counted without con- 
sideration of tho intelligence of the people 
when they fancied that suoh shallow devices 
oould sucooed. 

The Premier dwelt upon the financial con- 
dition of the province, comparing its liabili- 
ties with thoBa of the oities, and showing 
that in the money markets of the world. 
British Columbia's credit ia ut the top. He 
exposed the hollowneas of the opposition 
osaertion that by converting the former 6 
por cent, and 4J pet cent. loanB into 3 per 
cents, the government had added §605.000 
to the debt. This attack, he said, like most 
others emanating from the same source, 
whioh are not based upon absolute fabrica- 
tions, prooecde upon a Btatement of half the 
truth. Mr. Beaven in making the state- 
ment which he had done, persistently re- 
fused to take into account about §400,000 
of the Binking fund whioh would be re- 
leased, and also the fact that §25,000 per 
annum is saved in interosf. Theso amounts 
compounded for fifty years would amount 
to more than §3,000,000. (Cheers.) 

OPPOSITION PLATFORMS. 

Mr. Davie produced a copy of tho so-called 
"reform" platform which had been circu- 
lated and adopted by members of the oppo- 
sition — and which, according to the Free 
Press report, had been endorsed by tho 
meeting of eleven persons at Englishman's 
river. Its second and third planks aro as 
follows : 

"2. That the government negotiate with 
tho Esquimalt & Nanaimo railway company 
for the purchase on fair and equitable terms 
of all lands at preBont ownod by tho eaid 
company in Vancouver island, together with 
the mineral and other rights therein and 
that the said lands be then opened up for 
settlement. 

" 3. That the government negotiate for 
the purchase of the Esquimaltand Nanaimo 
railroad, and in the event of a purchase be- 
ing effected that the government do extend 
tho said ruilroad as far as Comox district, 
and do assume control and operate tho said 
railroad, or lease the utne on reasonable 
terms for porioda notexoooding fifty yeara. " 

To rontler thia platform attruotive tho op- 
position hud headed it " Workingniau's plat- 
form," but thia platform was intended only 
for thia particular portion of Vancouver 
inland - Comox, Kngliahman'd Kiver, Alberni, 
Wellington and Nonaimo. In other por- 
tiona ot tho Provinco it would not go down. 
To purchaat tho E & N railroad und landa 
upon "fair and (quif.aolo termB," would in- 
volve at loaat auffioiont to recoup tho 
company tho money actually expend- 
ed on tho road, which ia moro 
than S2,000,000, bosidos interest for 
tho lost eight or ten years. But even aup- 
pofliug tho government adopted thia plan 
and borrowed the money for the purpoao, 
where was then tho mouey to come from to 
build tho extension to Comox? Tho plan 
of thi8 platform would mean doubling or 
trebling tho dobt of tho Provioco. The op- 
position would not duro quoto any Buch 
platform as thiB in any other part of the 
provinco ; yet horo they have boon induBtrl- 
ously circulating it, and this is its heading : 

" Provincial Elections, 1894. 

" Wokkingman's Platform. 
"To the Electors of the Electoral District of 
Aanaimo : 

"Gentlemen — Tho following platform 
has been adopted by tho Nunuimo Reform 
Club, tho Mine Laborers' Protective Assooia- 
t ions, and the various trades unions of tho 
city of Nanaimo, and all candidates 
brought out under their auspiooB will be 
pledged to support it. Vote for men who 
udvocate theso measures." 

another platform. 

But knowing that thia platform quoted 
abovo would not work in other parts of tho 
provinco— for instance at Vancouver— they 
havo another platform, whioh, 08 thoy 
know, would not tako horo, and which they 
therefore carefully conceal from tho formers 
and others in tho country districts through- 
out tho province. It ia intended for tho 
cities only. Ho hold up a copy of it and 
road ita second plank, which' is " That 
population bo tho only basis of legislative 
representation." What does this mean? ho 
asked. Why, that tho cities, having throe- 
fourths of the population of tho province, 
aro to havo three-fourths tho representation 



also, leaving the farming and industrial dis- 
tricts, without whioh the cities could not 
exist, powerless, so f»r aa representa- 
tion is oonoerned. Then, aa dearly 
proved by the government in their 
reply to the " separation petition " got up 
by their opposition last year, ono of the 
chief points of their complaint was that the 
oities had not most of the representation, 
in other words, the sumo conten- 
tion, that "population shonld be 
vho only basis of representation. " 
When this result is brought homo to the 
opposition, and they are made to see what a 
dreadful proposition thoy are offering the 
farming districts, they disolaim any auch 
intention, but what ia tho ubo of any euoh 
disclaimer? Aotlons apeak louder than 
words, and when the opposition proolaim, or 
identify themselves with suoh a proposition 
as contained in plank two, of this second 
platform, of what avail is thoir denial of 
intonding to rob tho farmers of representa- 
tion ? (Loud choera. ) 

EXTENSION to comox. 

Regarding tho extension of the road to 
Comox he had evory reason for believing 
that it would bo aoon undertaken by the 
company themBolvos, for thoir own protec- 
tion, aa they muBt have communication with 
their mines at Union, and ho had it from 
thoeo host competent to know that Buch is 
their intontion. 

Hon. Mr. Davio then alluded to local sub- 
jects, amongst them of the timber limits 
h*ld by the Toronto Lumber and Mill Com- 
pany. They are under terms to eroot a mill 
this year capable of turning out 90,000 feot 
of lumber por day, and if they do not do it 
the limits will bo forfoitod. The papor mill 
was briefly alluded to, and tho Premier 
wound up a two houra' speech by o declara- 
tion of tho general policy of tho government 
— to devolope tho country, open and enoour- 
ago ita industries, and aecuro homes for the 
toilers. 

MR MUTTON'S ADDRESS. 

After the applause hud subsided Mr. Sut- 
ton, being loudly called for, came forward 
and announced himself a candidate for the 
Cowiohan-Alburni district, in B'ipport 
of tho preaent government ; whoBO 
policy he was glad to ondorae. 
He said he had valuable interests in Alberni 
and ia identified with ita success. The 
polioy of the opposition when Mr. Boaven 
was in tho government was to Btorvo tho 
country districts, whioh were accorded fair 
treatment immediately ho was turned out 
of power. Ho bolievod in opening up the 
country with roada and bridges, with the 
full confidence that although at the first the 
outlay may bo largo as compared with the 
revenue, yet in the result this polioy will 
bo found to give a good paying investment. 
(Cheers.) 

Hon. Mr. Davio was asked whether he 
ia in favor of exempting improvements 
from municipal tuxation, and replied that 
he had introduced a measure into tho house 
with that objeot, which had, however, been 
adopted only to the extent of one-half. 

Mr. Sinclair aaked whether it ia true 
that Hon. Mr. Vernon owns 10,000 aores 
at the north end of the ialand, whioh he is 
keeping in a state o'( unproductiveness. He 
had heard that such was the caBe. 

Hon. Mr. Davie—" I think it would be 
safe to bet §50 against §10 that Mr. Vernon 
does not own an aore of land up there. It 
is probably one of tho campaign lies suoh as 
I have been expobing." 

Several other questions having been put 
and' satisfactorily answered, Mr. Saunders 
moved a cordial vote of thanks to the 
Premier and to Mr. Sutton for their visit 
and speeches. Tho motion was seconded by 
Mr. Dixon and carried unanimously amidst 
muoh enthusiasm.

L. McGillivray haa rotired from the politi- 
cal contest in favor ot Raove S. A. Cawley, 
for whom election by a handsome mojority 
now seems assured.

They Atp, However, Much Against, 
Their Will, Well Washed 
at Kos9 Bay. 

The Chinese have nover taken very kindly 
to the fumigation process through which tho 
city puts them on their arrival from China, 
and yesterday they took steps to have a 
legal test made of the city's powers in tho 
matter. City Health Officer George A. 
Duncan was on hand bright and early to re- 
coivs tho new arrivals by the Emprtss and 
when the Long, tedious customs examina- 
tion was conoluded, tho squad of city polico 
promptly corralled the 50 Chinese and 25 
"JapB" for the purpose of taking them out 
to the suspect station at Ross Bay so that 
they might thore bo put through tho purifi- 
cation process. The Japs did not seom to 
bo alarmed at tho prospect of a bath, and 
went along like lambs, but the Chinese pro- 
ceeded to regiBtor a vigorous kick. 

This was about 5 o'clock. 

Tho Chinese immigrants and their friends 
in the city had already oallod in the ser- 
vices of tho lawyers, tho ease b'oing put in 
tho hands uf Drake, Jaekoon k Helmcken, 
Mr. Aikmnu u{ that firm being out at the 
nu'er wharf during part of the day to look 
after hiB client/ Interests, However, ho was 
absent, when 1) . Duucm had marshalled 
the big wagons and h*d tho numerous im- 
pedimenta of the Mongolians loaded up; and 
the ex pecU-d passengers didn't climb up on 
t >p of their loads when the doctor intimated 
"All aboard for bath." Not muoh. The 
new arrivals began instead to act in any- 
thing but a peaceable manner, and the 
majesty of the law in tho forma of four or 
fivt stalwart constables hoadod by Sanitary 
Inspeator Conlin had to contend with what 
looked like tho inception of a first claas row. 
More help was telephoned for, and several 
constables were dispatched to reinforce their 
comrades at the wharf. 

By tho time that they arrived upon tho 
aceno, better thoughts had prevailed and 
tho Chineso consented to pock thomaolves on 
top of their belongings and tako part in tho 
parade. 

Oif thoy were dispatched to tho Buspect 
atatiou without any further trouble, and 
their lawyers in the meantime took steps to 
have a writ of hauoas corpus issued. About 
7:.TO Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken applied to 
Mr. Justice Wolkem for a writ, which 
was granted, and later in the evening 
Dr. George Duncan was served with an 
order from the court to produce at 10 o'olock 
this morning in tho law courts, tho bodies of 
fifty-nil: Chinamen with unpronouncable 
names. 

While this was going on in town tho aus- 
poots were being put through th«Jr bath 
right merrily at Ross Biy, and with such 
good effect that tho performance was nicely 
compiov^ by the timo the papcra were 
served. 

The ease will ootno up in court this morn- 
ing, but is questionable whether the 56 will 
be there, for they being cleaned and given a 
eight's lodging were to bo turned locae at 7 
v>'clock this morning, 'a go where thoy 
please. Their boggage will be fumigated 
to-day — at leust that was tho intention. 



CATTLE DISEASE. 

Correspondence Concerning tho Admission of 
Canadian Live Stock luto England. 

London, May 1. — (Special)— The corre- 
spondence exchanged between the Board of 
Agriculture and the Colonial office concern- 
ing the admission of Canadian cattle into 
Great Britain, was made publio to day by 
the Board of Agriculture. The Colonial 
Secretary, in his last communica- 
tion dated April 26, quotes M. 
Nocard, a French export on cattle disease, 
who says that what is known in tho weBt- 
ern parts of tho United StateB as " corn 
atalk disease," which is only feebly con- 
tagious, huB c f en h>3en mistaken for pleuro- 
pneumonia. M. Nocard, in a report to Sir 
Charles Tupper, Canadian high commis- 
sioner, in September last, declared that 
tho condition of tho lungs ef Canadian 
cattlo which had been submitted to him 
for examination was identical with the 
condition found in the corn stalk disease. 
After calling attention to tho fact that there 
has been no outbreak of pleuro-pneumonia 
uinco tho alleged outbreak in C»nada in 
lS'Jd, and to the fact that only eight suspi- 
cious caseB have been found among 300,000 
Imported entle, and in view ot tho evidence 
furnished by tho Ciinadian| Government, 
tho Colonial Secretary", says that he cunnot 
udmit that Canudian cattlo are infected 
with any other disease than that attribut- 
able to hardship and exposuro on tho jour- 
ney troui the pastures to Europn. Ho ex- 
presses the hops that the Board of 
Agriculture will fiuiBh ita special 
examinations by the middle of June, 
so aa not to interfere with 
trade. In conclusion he says that he will 
Buggeat to tho Canadian government tho 
propriety of having all cattlo destined for 
Great Britain suitably marked to the end 
that auspicious ca9CB may bo easily truced 
to tho herd from which they camo. 



GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY. 

Stormy Meeting of Shareholders— President 
Tyler Accused of Withholding a 
True .statement. 

London, May I.— Tho half-yearly meet- 
ing of tho shareholders of the Grand Trunk 
railway was held to day and proved vory 
stormy. Sir Henry Tyler, in moving tho 
adoption of tho report, waa loudly hissed. 
Ho explainod tho unfavorable nature of tho 
roport by saying that tho business depres- 
sion in tho Uni'ed States had been beyond 
conception. Ho hopod for hotter timed in 
tho near future. An amendment was moved 
asking for tho appointment of a committee 
to inquire into tho affairs of tho oompany. 
Tho amendment was strongly supported, but 
on the voto being taken it was rejected. Sir 
Honry Tyler was accused by some share- 
holders of packing tho board with dummies 
and [withholding a true Btatement of the 
company's poaition. Finally the roport waa 
adopted. The board of directors instructed 
Mr. 'Sergeant to call together his officers and 
make a strong effort to further reduce the 
working expenses of tho road, but it was 
considered nnoafo owing to tho Btrongth of 
labor unions to mnko any further reductions 
of wages.

MAY DAY. 



Socialist Demonstration in Paris a 
Miserable Failure— Work Uoeu 
On as Osual. 

Anarchist Fizzle iu Loudon— The 
Hyde Park Meeting Ends 
in Iiiot. 



Paris, May 1. — The Sooialists'. and Stu- 
denta' demonatration in the Salle Barrat 
waa u miserable failure. Only ei^ht students 
made their appearance in the hall whore tho 
delegates of tho Socialist organizations wore 
assembled, anil including tho eight students 
tho total number of persons present did not 
exceed forty. Tho students and Socialists 
could not agroo as to which element should 
take precedence and the meeting broko up 
in a riot. The Place de la Concorde 
was filled with people to-day, but 
thoy wore mostly persoca who had 
como to look on rather than to take 
part in the May Day celobration. A strong 
forco of polico und mounted members of the 
Republican Guard was stationed in front of 
the Palaia de l'Industrie and tho Chamber 
of Deputies, and presented a written peti- 
tion dotting forth tho domanda of the work- 
ing classes. Most of tho work- 
ing men in Fourmios, Nantea, Cranzac, 
Lisle, Avesue, and Roubaix opent tho day 
at work as usual. 

LoNDO.v, May 1 — The Anarohiat meeting 
in Hyde Park, proved to be quito a lively 
affair before it finally ended by the expul- 
sion of tho spoakera and thoir audience. 
Among tho speakers wero Editor Samuel", 
of the Anarchist organ "Commonweal", 
Louis Michel and several other English and 
foreign leaders. The audienoe waa small 
but noiay. Editor SamuolB got well into 
a fervor over Vaillant, Henri, and 
other martyrs, whon tho storm aroso, 
Several men in tho crowd who were not 
Anarchists protested against this style of 
oratory and wore quiukly joined by others, 
the Anarch'ata meanwhile denouocing thoso 
who had interrupted tho spoakera. There 
waa a lull for the Bpace of a few minutes, 
and Mr. Sumuols resumed his remarks with 
oven more warmth than beforo. Suddenly 
thero was a howl of indignation, and 
a rush for the platform. The Anarohiata 
fought hard to protect tho speaker, and tho 
polico tried to restoro order, but tho police 
were thrust aside by tho anti-anarchists, 
and tho anarchists were forced to run out 
of the park for their liveB, pursued by the 
mob. Samuels succeeded in getting away 
unharmed but hundreds of his anarchist 
audioncj had their clothing torn from their 
backs, and many of them received cuts and 
bruises which they will carry for somo time 
to como. 

A large maas meeting waa held by the 
trades unions at London docks to-day. Thoy 
protested sgiinBt tho action of the ship 
owners in discharging union laborers and 
importing non- union laborers. Tho meeting 
was orderly. 

Rome, May l.-«-No M>y Day disorders 
are^ reported in Italy or Siaily. 

Home, May 1. — The prompo Wad decisive 
aotion of tho gotfornmeni to repress all dis- 
order on May day squelched muoh of the 
agitation in favor of unlawful demonstra- 
tions. The proapeot ia that no determined 
effort will bo made to hold open air meetirgi 
or parades in the larger citios. Tt.o anar- 
chists, moreover, will take pains to abatain 
from observing the day as thoy wish to em- 
phasize the difference between their pro- 
gramme and that of the socialists. Promicr 
Crispi telrgraphed to the prefeots in the 
province to take the severest measures to 
anticipato all attempts at disorder or sedi- 
tion. In several provinces tho moat con- 
spicuous anarchists wero arrested, although 
thoy have not threatened to broak the peace. 

San Francisco, May 1. — Tho May Day 
colobration at the Fair to-day attracted 
great crowds. Tho rata of admission had 
been reduced for children, and the 
little ones wero out in full 
force, attended by their elderB. The 
programme of the entertainment was car- 
ried out on the reception grounds, and 
began with a march of 500 girls in white 
from Festival hull around the traok of 
tho recreation grounds. The march end- 
ed in front of the grand atand, where 
were platforms for the (xeioisoe. Tho 
Queen of tho May, accompanied by ber 
maids of honor und pages, ascended tho 
central platform, and tho other children 
were arranged behind the throno of tho 
miniaturo theutro. Tho crowning of tho 
queen waa performed, with a chorus by tho 
children. This waa followed by tho ruiaing 
of May poles and competitive danceB. 



RUSSELL'S REASON. 

It Is Not Grt iiu That He Will Permanently 
Retire From Politics. 

NkwVork, May 1. — In hin London let- 
ter Edmund Yates says : " Everyone ro- 
grota that T. W. Ruseoll his all but 
mado up his mind to retire from 
aotivo political life, for if he does 
roaign his aoat for South Tyrono it is 
highly improbublo th-tt ho will atand for 
any other conatituoney. It is quito in 
correct to say, aa eomo havo dono, that 
he has formed his plans in consequence 
of a difference of opinion with the Irish 
Unionist, membora who aro also land- 
lords. Hie views on the land question 
have long been known. Tho real reaaor.8 for 
tho step contemplated aro largoly personal, 
ohielly aa followB : In tho first plaoe, 
Mr. Russell stands in need of a 
trip for recuperation, and if ho leaves 
Parliament will probably soon aftor- 
warda start on a long soa voyago. 
In the second placo there aro business 
concerns which need hia closest personal 
supervision. It is not, however, by any 
moans certain that ho will retire. Several 
of tho most influential of his colleagues are 
ueing arguments that are likely to prove 
cogent, to induco him to retain his Bout in 
the bouse. Ho is too good a fighter to lose." 



SAilOAN PROTECTION. 

New South "Wales Does Not Favor Its Con- 
trol by a Colony. 

Sydney, N. 8. W., May 1.— Hon. Sir 
George Dibbs, primo minister, has tolo- 
graphed to the primo minister of Victoria, 
Hon. J. B. Patioraon, saying that Now 
South Wales is in favor of Samoa being 
plaood under tho aolo protootion of Groat 
Britain rather than under tho control of a 
colon}', which perhaps would havo no power 
to enforce its orders. The colony that 
Sir George refers to is New Zealand, which 
rooontly suggested that it bo ontrueted 
with tho administration of Sumoan affaire.

PRINCE BISMARCK. 

Gallantry to tho Women of Berg— Speech on 
German Unity— Exceptionally 
Courteous. 

Berlin, May 1.— Prince Bismarck was 
exceptionally gallant at the reception of the 
women from tho Duohy of Berg on Thurs- 
day. He shook hands with every member 
of the deputation, gave ber a rose and his 
autograph, and invited her to visit Freid- 
richsruho again. He spoke at length with 
one of tho deputation concerning bis life 
in tho Saxon forest. He nover ' felt so 
lonely when wandering around his trees, ho 
said, as he had felt thronghont tho thirty 
years which he bad pissed in tho big oities, 
in court and parliament. The forest's 
solitude must have a soothing it: II lcnce 
among Germans, he thought, as thu Ger- 
man rangers were tho happiest and most 
contented persons iu the world, while the 
German politicians were without exception 
dissatisfied and miserable. He had always 
wished to pass the last ten years of his life 
iu rural quietude. When ho was in office 
tho temptation to leavo the hurly-burly of 
politics tor a long rest in the country had 
aftcn almost overpowered his sense of duty. 
In 1877, for instance, ho had been bo worried 
by intrigue and opposition that ho was ab- 
solutely in earnest when ho asked tho old 
Emperor to lot him retire. 

The Prince's speech to tho deputation con- 
cerned present politics only indirectly. On 
the subject of Pruasian particularism, he 
said : " Most of those in the West agree 
with tho peoplo on the Rhine, but in Fast 
Prussia particularism still has a strong bold. 
Many East Prussians cannot forgive mo. It 
is for the best, bowover, that we are 50,- 
000,00b Germane instead of 5,000,000 Prus- 
sians. Presently my fellow Prussians will 
comprehend that with 10,000,000 Prussians 
Frederick William HI wui unable in 1815 
to bring hie kingdom into line with tho 
great powers. In tho course of timo tho 
Kast Prussians will realize that things have 
bettered for them Bince 1HGU " 

Bismarck has grieviously offended tho 
Liberals by his exceptional courteousness to 
the Consorvativf s Ho telegraphed on Fri- 
day to Count Zu Limburg-Stirum, thank- 
ing him for tho birthday congratulations 
sent by the Conservative groups in the 
ttoichstng, and adding : " Pleaso bring 
my thunks to tho notice of our political 
friends." 

It was only last week that the National 
Libera! deputies wero in Fricdrichsruho, and 
in viow of thoir partios' prolonged co-opera- 
tion with tbo old ohnnoallor they object to 
being classed with his political oppononts. 
Sovoral national liberal journals construo 
Bismarok's dispatch uo indicating his rolapso 
into his old feudalistic position. 

Killo Sorgoant Kolmer exporimentod at 
the Winter garden with Tailor Dowo'a bul- 
let proof ouiruases yosterday. After tho 
cloth had been fitted over an iron block ho 
fired 15 shots at a rango of 30 feet. One 
bullet stuck in tho cout and tho others foil 
to tho floor.
